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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that Shima does not disclose obtaining a network address and 
designating the network address as a destination for the print command. In response Shima teaches a system and method for sending a 
print command oon a network with an IP address. However the system checks whether the printer is capable of printing the file. If it is 
determined that the print request cannot be processed by the printer, the system determines a printer capable of processing the request 
and automatically routes the print request to the selected printer (see fig. 14-16 and 21). Therefore Shima's teaching of determining a 
printer capable of processing the print request and sending the print request to the selected printer by sending the print request to the 
selected printer meets the claimed limitations of "obtaining a network address and designating network based address as a destination 
for the print request". 
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
